Nebraska (11-0-0) Posts Third Perfect Season, Heads to Title Game in Tempe: 
| The No. | Nebraska Cornhuskers completed their third consecutive perfect season, 

shutting out the Oklahoma Sooners, 37-0 in Lincoln on Noy. 24. Nebraska is now set 

to play in its third consecutive national title game, matching up against the only other 

undefeated team in the nation, the No. 2 Florida Gators (12-0-0) in the Tostitos Fiesta 
| Bowl. The Huskers carried on tradition in 1995, as NU continued several records, 
| including the school's 34th consecutive winning season, 27th straight nine-win 
| season and third straight 1 1-win season (eighth in school history and sixth under Tom 
| Osborne since 1973). Nebraska also extended its regular-season winning streak to 
| 36 games (nation’s longest current streak), its 24 game overall win streak2 (nation's 
| longest current streak) and its 23-game conference winning streak. The Huskers have 
| won 30 straight home games and tied the school record for consecutive wins overall 
| at 24. Nebraska won its fifth consecutive Big Eight Championship and became the 
only Big Eight school to have won four consecutive titles outright, a feat the Huskers 
have now accomplished twice. The Fiesta Bowl will mark the 30th time ever that the 
| No. | AP team has met the No. 2 AP team, and just the 11th time in a bowl game.. 


Huskers Tie Best Three-Year Record: 

After posting an 11-1 record in 1993, a perfect 13-0 record in 1994, and 11 more 
wins this season, Nebraska has posted a three-year 35-1-0 record, tying the only other 
two teams who have won at least 35 games over any three-year period: Toledo (35- 
| 0-0, 1969-71) and Brigham Young (35-4, 1983-85). Oklahoma's 31-0-0 mark from 
1954-56 is the only other string of three consecutive undefeated seasons with at least 
30 wins. Should Nebraska win the Fiesta Bowl, NU would post the most wins in any 
three-year span. Nebraska's 27 consecutive bowls is anew record, passing Alabama's 
26 consecutive bow] streak which ended in 1984.

| Fiesta Bowl is Nebraska's NCAA-Record 27th-Consecutive: 

Beginning with the 1941 Rose Bowl, Nebraska has gone to 34 bowls and the 1996 
Fiesta Bow! will be the Huskers’ 27th consecutive, a streak which not only currently 
leads the nation but is also an NCAA record (ahead of Michigan's 21). It also marks 
NU's nation-leading 15th-consecutive New Year's Day bowl. Nebraska's 34 overall 
bow! appearances ranks fifth (trailing Alabama's 47, USC's 38 and Texas’ and 
Tennessee's 36), while Osborne ranks third in bow! appearances (23), fourth in bowl 
victories among active coaches (nine), second in Big Four bowl appearances with 15 
(trails only Bear Bryant's 20) and third in most years of taking one college to bowls 
(23). 


| Nebraska vs. Florida in 1974 Sugar Bowl: 

The Tostitos Bowl marks just the second meeting between the Gators and the 
Huskers, with Nebraska defeating Florida, 13-10, in the Dec. 31, 1974 Sugar Bowl 
| (Osbome's second bow! as head coach). Nebraska entered the game 8-3 and ranked 
eighth. and had just come off a 28-14 loss to No. | and eventual national champion 
Oklahoma in Lincoln. Florida was ranked 18th and 8-3 entering the game, coming 
off a 31-7 win over Miami.

Nebraska Looks to Win 16th Bowl Game: 

In bowl games, NU is 15-18 overall..9-13 under Osborne. Last 
year No. | Nebraska defeated No. 3 Miami, 24-17, in the Federal 
Express Orange Bowl to post its first national championship 
under Osborne. Last year marked the first time in 10 years that 
the Huskers entered the game asthe higher ranked team (since 
the 1985 Sugar Bowl vs. No. 12 Louisiana State, when No. 4 NU 
won 28-10). Nebraska has seen stiff competition in the bowls. 
In fact, the Huskers have not played a team ranked lower than 
fifth since 1985 (11 consecutive years counting 1996), In the last 
six years (including 1996), NU has faced AP's No. 3, 1, 3, 1, 3, 
2 teams, respectively, while NU was not even ranked in the top 
10 in three of those years, In three of the last five bowls, NU's 
opponent was subsequently named national champion in at least 
one of the polls with seven of the last eight bowl opponents 
finishing no lower than second. Not counting this year's matchup 
with the University of Florida, Nebraska has already faced a 
Florida school nine times in bow! games, including seven of the 
last eight years, winning twice, Nebraska is 1-0 vs. Florida, 1-3 
vs. Miami and 0-4 vs. Florida State. The Huskers are looking for

The Last Bowl...Nebraska 24, Miami 1 995 Orange Bowl: 


Miami, Fla., Jan. 1, 1995--In Miami's backyard, where the 
Hurricanes had won 62 of their last 63 games and had not lost at 
night since 1985, the 12-0 Huskers, ranked No. 1 by both polls, 
defeated the 10-1 Miami Hurricanes, ranked third in both polls, 
in the FedEx Orange Bowl in Miami, 24-17, in a spectacular 
come-from-behind victory. [twas the second year that NU would 
have a shot at the national championship in the Orange Bowl, 
missing out in the 1994 Bowl to Florida State, 18-16, on a last- 
second missed field goal. Last season, Nebraska boasted the No. 
i rushing offense in the nation, but faced a Warren Sapp-led 
Miami defense which ranked first in pass efficiency defense 
(81.3), total defense (220.9 ypg) and scoring defense (10.8 ppg) 
and seventh in rushing defense (96.8 ypg). Nebraska's defense 
was its best on paper since 1984, ranking in the top 10 in every 
defensive category, including second in scoring defense at 12.1 
points per game, 

Tommie Frazier, who had not played for the Huskers since the 
Sept. 24 Pacific game, got the starting nod from Coach Osborne, 
after grading better in Nebraska's full scrimmage in Miami on 
Dec. 24, But Osborne promised that Brook Berringer, who was 
a major contributor to Nebraska's perfect 12-0 season, by starting 
seven of the last eight games, would also play. 

Nebraska stalled on its first drive, while Miami moved the ball 
31 yards, close enough for a Dane Prewitt 44-yard field goal. 


Frazier moved the Huskers to the Miami 41 on the second drive, 
but throwing under pressure, was intercepted by Carlos Jones at 
the 3-yard line. With three long passing plays by Miami QB 
Frank Costa, 17 to Jammi German, 43 to A.C. Tellison and a 35- 
yard scoring bomb to Trent Jones, Miami was on the board again. 
In just five plays and a PAT, Miami was up 10-0 with :04 
remaining in the first quarter. Berringer's first drive to start the 
second quarter also stalled, but punter Darin Erstad put the 
Hurricanes back to their own 10-yard line with a 54-yard punt. 
Two penalties stalled Miami, then with 7:54 remaining in the 
first half, Berringer put Nebraska on the board with a five-play, 
40-yard drive culminating with a 19-yard TD strike to Mark 
Gilman. Neither team was able to score again on two possessions 
each and Miami went in the locker room with a 10-7 lead. 
Just 1:41 and five plays after intermission, Costa completed a 
44-yard pass to Jonathan Harris, who wound his way through the 
Husker secondary to the end zone. Prewitt's PAT gave Miami its 
second 10-point lead and momentum. NU's first drive, under 
Berringer's hand, was three and out, but much as they had all 
season, the Husker defense took it upon themselves to change the 
tide. After Costa threw an incomplete pass, Miami was tagged 
for an illegal block and a personal foul which set the Hurricanes 
back to their own 4-yard line. As Costa dropped back on second 
and 20 from the 4-yard line, he was thrown for a safety by Husker 
senior outside linebacker Dwayne Harris. Although Berringer's 
next drive from the NU 25 stalled, Erstad again pinned Miami 
inside its own 10-yard line with a 46-yard punt. Costa was able 
to bring the Hurricanes up to the Nebraska 46-yard line, but that 
was to be the last time they crossed midfield. In Miami's first 
drive of the fourth quarter, Prewitt was about to punt from the UM 
43, but the ball was snapped over his head and after an illegal 
kick, Nebraska took over first and goal at the 4-yard line. 
Nebraska attempted to score quickly, but with no one open in the 
end zone, Berringer tried to throw the ball away, but it was 
intercepted by Earl Little. It was a big break for Miami, but the 
Husker defense would not let the momentum change. In fact, 
Miami went three and out on its last four drives and had just four 
positive yardage plays. Costa and company had minus 43 yards 
rushing and minus 35 yards overall in the final period as Harris 
had two sacks and Terry Connealy one. Meanwhile, Nebraska's 
infamous offensive line lived up to its billing and documented the 
fact that they were the stronger line in the fourth quarter. 
Nebraska took the ball with 12:07 remaining in the game and 
Coach Osborne sent Frazier, who had not taken a snap since the 
first quarter, back into the game equipped with fresh legs. 
Although NU went three and out, Erstad pinned Miami on its 
own 4-yard line, and NU got the ball back with 8:11 remaining 
at the Miami 40. Lawrence Phillips busted through for 25 yards, 
the longest rush against Miami's defense all season, On the next 
play, fullback Cory Schlesinger busted up the right side on a trap 
play fora 15-yard score. Frazier then connected a bullet pass to 
tight end Eric Alford for the two-point conversion and to tie the 
score at 17-all. Miami's next drive saw fullback James Stewart 
go to the left for one yard, NU cornerback Barron Miles broke up 
a pass, then Costa overthrew Taj Johnson on a long bomb before 
Prewitt's punt was downed on Nebraska's own 42-yard line.

best option quarterbacks in the nation and his scramble for 25 yards to the Miami 27 
fora first down may have been the deciding factor in earning his second MVP award. 
Phillips gained seven, and Frazier six more as the Nebraska rushing game pounded 
out 13 more of its 83 fourth-quarter rushing yards. Then on first and 10 at the 14, 
Frazier again handed it to Schlesinger who burst through the Miami defenders on 
another trap play for the game-winning 14-yard TD. Senior place-kicker Tom Sieler 
added the extra point for the 24-17 margin. Miami had one last chance at its own 
18 with 2:46 remaining, but after a 5-yard pass to Marcus Wimberley, Costa was 
sacked twice, by Connealy and Harris, then intercepted on fourth down by senior 
rover Kareem Moss. Frazier kneeled out the remaining minute and the Huskers 
earned their first national championship under Tom Osborne and the school's third 
overall. Telling numbers in the game included 11 penalties for 92 yards lost by 
Miami, compared to Nebraska's 3-20, Nebraska outrushed Miami 199-29 and 
outyarded UM 305-277, Phillips' 96 yards, to lead all rushers, was the third-best total 
against Miami on the season, while NU's 199 as a team was second only to Arizona 
State's 208. Meanwhile, Miami became the | Ith victim in the 1994 season to fail to 
score against the Huskers in the fourth quarter. Although Penn State would also 
remain undefeated (12-0), beating Oregon 38-20 in the Rose Bow! the next day, 
Nebraska was the No. | team in both polls by a wide margin (51.5-10.5 first-place 
votes in AP, 54-8 in CNN/USA Today/Coaches Poll). 


Undefeated Seasons: 

Nebraska was one of two undefeated and untied teams in the final AP top 25 last 
season and entering the bowl game, is one of two undefeated and untied teams this 
year, along with 12-0 Florida. In 106 years of Husker football, NU has gone 
undefeated in the regular season 13 times (including 1993, 1994 and 1995), and 
undefeated and untied through the bowl game twice, when Nebraska won the 
National Championship in 1971 and when the Huskers were crowned national 
champs in 1994, both times playing 13 games. Teams have posted back-to-back 
undefeated regular seasons 35 times, only seven since 1964. Nebraska's 11-0 
regular-season record in 1993 and 12-0 record in 1994 marked the second time the 
Huskers have posted back-to-back undefeated regular seasons, with the first in 1902- 
03. This year marks the first time in Husker history, that Nebraska has posted three 
consecutive undefeated regular seasons. The last team prior to Nebraska to have 
posted back-to-back perfect regular seasons was Miami in 1986-87 (11-0 each year), 
The record for consecutive undefeated regular seasons is held by Washington, which 
posted five from 1909-1913. The last team to have three straight, prior to Nebraska, 
was Oklahoma in 1954-56. Five teams have posted 12-0 regular seasons a total of 
six times in NCAA history (including Florida in 1995) with Nebraska claiming three 
of those marks (1971, 1983, 1994). Nebraska's 1994 team was the first since Alabama 
in 1992 to have posted a perfect season and to have won the national title. Both teams 
went undefeated through 13 games.

National Championships: 

Defending national champion Nebraska will be playing in its 
third consecutive national championship game and if the Husk- 
ers should win, would repeat as national champions. If the 
Huskers do win their second consecutive title, it would mark the 
first time in 16 years that a team has repeated. since Alabama won 
back-to-back titles in 1978-79. NU would be the first school, 
however, to win consensus back-to-back national championships 
since the 1955-56 Sooners. Nebraska is already one of five teams | 
to have won consecutive titles. Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney 
won the school's first national title in 1970 and repeated in 1971. | 
Two teams have repeated twice including Oklahoma (1955-56 
and 1974-75) and Alabama (1964-65, 1978-79). Oklahoma is 
the only school, since the coaches poll began (UPI) in 1950, 
joining the Associated Press Poll (1936) in picking national 
champions, to be a unanimous national champion, in both polls 
and is the last school to post perfect, back-to-back national 
championship seasons, going 11-0 in 1955 and 10-0 in 1956. 
This is the third time the Fiesta Bow! will host a national 
| championship game, hosting Penn State vs. Miami after the 1987 
season and Notre Dame ys. West Virginia after the 1989 season.

Osborne to Coach in Fifth National Championship Game: 

The title game will be Coach Osborne's fifth shot at the title. 
Coach Osborne's first of five shots at the national championship 
was in 1981 when No. 4 NU lost to No, 1 Clemson, 22-15 in the 
Orange Bowl. In 1983, No. 5 Miami upset No. 1 NU. 31-30, in 
the Orange Bowl. His 1993 team. ranked No. 2, lost to No. 1 
Florida State in the 1994 Orange Bowl, 18-16, and his 1994 team, 
ranked No. 1, defeated No. 3 Miami, 24-17, for Osborne's first 
and the school's third national championship. 


Huskers Secure Fifth-Straight Big Eight Crown: 

In the last year of the Big Eight (becomes Big |2 in 1996), the 
Huskers won the school's fifth-straight crown, 32nd outright title 
overall, 41st all time, and 12th under Osborne (eight outright). It 
is only the second time in Big Eight history that a school has won 
four straight outright titles, with the other also by Nebraska from 
1963-66. The five straight Big Eight titles is the longest under 
Coach Tom Osborne and the school's second longest string (eight 
from 1910-1917). It marks the second time under Osborne that 
| NU has put a string of four straight titles together and the fifth 
time in school history the Huskers have won at least four straight 
league titles.

Big Eight Sends Four to Bowls: 

The Big Eight has four ranked teams, including three in the 
top 10 with No. 1/1 Nebraska (AP/Coaches), No. 7/7 Colorado, 
No. 10/10 Kansas State and No. 11/13 Kansas. All four will 
participate in bowls this season with Nebraska playing Florida in 
the Fiesta Bowl; Colorado playing Oregon in the Cotton Bowl; 
Kansas State will play Colorado State in the Holiday Bow! and 
Kansas will play UCLA in the Aloha Bowl. In addition to the four 
Big Eight schools with top 25 rankings. three other future Big 12 
participants (beginning in 1996) are ranked, including No. 9/6 
Texas, No. 19/18 Texas A&M and No. 25 (coaches) Texas Tech. 
Baylor also received votes. Texas is going to the Sugar Bowl, 
A&M to the Alamo and Tech is going to the Copper Bowl, giving 
the future Big 12 seven bowl teams. Two of Nebraska's non- 
conference opponents have six wins, with Michigan State (6-4- 
1) set to play LSU in the Independence Bowl. 


Big Eight in National Rankings: 

While Nebraska leads the nation in two offensive categories 
and ranks in the top 25 in all of the top eight offensive and | 
defensive categories, the Big Eight has at least two teams in the 
top 10 in seven categories including turnover margin and net 
punting. Nebraska ranks in the top five in six different 
categories, while Florida ranks in the top five in passing and 
scoring. The Huskers rushing yardage (399.8) is 73.4 ypg more 
than second-place Air Force (339.3 ypg), while the Huskers trail 
Florida State's total offense (574.5) by 3.3 yards. Virginia Tech 
(77.4) is the only team ahead of NU in rushing defense (78,3). In 
scoring, the Huskers are averaging two points more per game 
than second-place FSU (50.8). 


Coach Osborne~Posts 230th Win in 23 Years: 

Coach Tom Osborne is the winningest football coach in 
Division I-A today (.827 winning percentage), He's ahead of R. 
C. Slocum, (Texas A&M, .812) and Joe Paterno, (Penn State, 
.791). Osborne is third in victories among active coaches, behind 
Paterno’s 277 and Bobby Bowden's 259 at Florida State. In 1993, 
Osbome became the first coach to reach the 200-win plateau in 
just 21 seasons, this year he hit the 230 win mark in exactly 23 
seasons. Last year he led NU to its first national title under his 
tutelage and was named the national coach-of-the-year by the 
AFCA. He also earned the Distinguished American Award 
(honored in New York on Dec. 12) and the Giant Steps Award in 
1994-95. Osborne is in his 23rd year as head coach of the Huskers 
and his 34th overall at NU which includes an | I-year stint as an 
assistant under Bob Devaney. That's the longest tenure ever for 
a Nebraska coach, and now the longest in Big Eight history, as 
he passed Bennie Owen, who coached 22 years at Oklahoma from 
1905-26. Osborne (Hastings, 1959) owns a career and school 
mark of 230-47-3 for an .827 winning percentage. The dean of 
Big Eight football coaches, he holds league records for games 
coached (280) and won (230). Osborne's teams have won at least 
nine games every season, average 10 wins per year, and the 
Nebraska native ranks eighth on the all-time NCAA Division 1 
win chart, third among active coaches. He is second amongactive 
coaches in bowl appearances, third all time, having taken the 
Huskers to a bowl game in each of his 23 years. Osborne's teams 
have played 90 games against ranked (AP) teams and have won 
53. That's an average of four games vs. ranked teams each year. 
Osborne's teams meanwhile, have been ranked in the final AP poll

Spurrier. 


Osborne's Teams Have Passed 10,000 Point Mark: 

Osborne's teams have now scored over 10,000 points. In Osborne's 23-year ca- 
reer at NU, his teams have scored 10,095 points, compared to its opponents! 4,296. 
In 280 games, that's an average of 35.1 ppg compared to 15.3 by opponents.

About the Florida Gators: 

Head Coach Steve Spurrier, posts a 61-12-1 record at Florida (.831) and is 81- 
25-2 overall (.759, fifth best winning percentage among active coaches). Prior to his 
stint at Florida, Spurrier was head coach at Duke and with the USFL's Tampa Bay 
Bandits. Florida is 3-2 vs. the Big Eight, and this is the third time the Gators will play 
against a Big Eight team in a bow! game, The first meeting was a 20-18 loss to 
Missouri in the Sugar Bowl with Spurrier at QB (he won the Heisman the following 
year). Spurrier's first game as head coach was against Oklahoma State (50-7 win in 
1990). The Gators haye played 12 games this season including five against ranked 
tcams at gametime. Florida won them all by a 208-112 margin (41.6-22.4), defeating 
then-No. 8 (AP)Tennessee, 62-37, then-No. 21 Louisiana State, 28-10, then-No, 7 


| Auburn, 49-38,then No. 6 Florida State, 35-24, and then-No, 23 Arkansas, 34-3. 


With the 34-3 win on Dee. 2 over Arkansas in the SEC Championship game, Florida 
became just the second school to win three consecutive outright SEC titles. Florida 
is led by junior quarterback and fellow Heisman finalist Danny Wuerffel. Against 
Arkansas, Wuerffel was 20-28 for 276 yards and two TDs. On the season, Wuerffel 
has completed 210 of 325 passes for 3,266 yards and 35 TDs with 10 interceptions, 
setting anew NCAA record for passing efficiency (178.4). Wuerffel's favorite targets 
are Chris Doering (70-1,045-17) and Ike Hilliard (57-1,008-15). Florida has given 
up 23 sacks on the season,

Nebraska's Perfect '95 Season in Review 
1995 Huskers Began Season on Jan. 2: 

The 1995 Nebraska Cornhuskers began right where the 1994 
team left off, determined to have another s 
Tommie Frazier certainly was a motivating force as he wanted a 
whole season in which to compete, and wanted to go outa winner. 
‘The Huskers found new motivating factors for each game, and 
survived off-the-field controversy by relying on solid team val- 
ues, attitude and unity. One of the team’s goals was to win the 


as Coach Tom Osborne said after the 37-0 shutout of Oklahoma 
in the final regular-season game, it was rather anticlimatic as this 
team wanted nothing less than "the whole ball of wax." 

For the second consecutive year, Nebraska began its season 
with two road games, opening with a league game at Oklahoma 
State. Nebraska scored 240 points in the first four games, and 
totaled over 650 yards of total offense in each, defeating OSU 64- 
21, Michigan State, 50-10, Arizona State, 77-28, and Pacific 49- 
7. Against a solid defense, NU defeated Washington State 35-21, 
posted its first shutout against Missouri 57-0, then faced two top 
10 teams in consecutive weeks, Despite being beaten by Ne- 
braska, 49-25 and 44-21, respectively, both Kansas State and 
Colorado remain in the top 10, NU was clicking on all cylinders 
and many said the win in Boulder was Frazier's best game. 
Amazingly against the Buffaloes, Nebraska didn't have a single 
penalty marked against them. The Huskers scored over 70 points 
for the second time in a 73-14 win over lowa State, then pounded 
another top 10 team on the road with a 41-3 win at Kan: 
Nebraska shut out arch rival Oklahoma, 37-0, in Lincoln to end 
| the season. 

The Huskers were without the services of Lawrence Phillips 
for six games as he served a suspension from the team. Phillips 
did not play against top 10 teams Colorado or Kansas State. 
Nebraska utilized four different starters at I-back, but it didn’t 
seem to matter as NU won its 13th NCAA rushing title, averaging 
just under 400 yards per game. The Husker defense meanwhile 
saw five different athletes earn All-Big Eight honors by either the 
AP or league coaches and finished the season second nationally 
against the run, fourth in scoring defense, 21st in passing 
efficiency and 13th in total defense. The Blackshirls recovered 
eight fumbles. picked off 20 passes and blocked two punts, 
contributing 96 points, more than half of what the opponent's 
offense was able to muster on the year (150). 

Nebraska boasted 11 All-Big Eight players, the Big Eight 
Player-of-the-Year in Frazier, the offensive freshman-of-the- |

Frazier looks to lead the Huskers to their second consecutive national championship 
under his direction. Frazier has totaled 319 yards rushing after contact and had season 
bests of 45 yards after hits against Missouri, and 44 vs. Kansas. In His Career: 
Frazier has rushed 342 times for 1,955 yards and 36 TDs in 35 games (55.9 ypg, 5.7 
ype) and has thrown just 11 interceptions in 469 attempts compared to 43 TDs for a 
4-1 ratio of TDs to interceptions. He ranks 19th on the all-time NU career rushing 
chart and ranks third at NU in passing yards with 3,521 yards (232-469), his 43 
passing TDs and his 5,476 career total offense yards are school records while his 
36 rushing TDs is an NU quarterback record and ranks third overall. His total offense 
yards rank 10th in the Big Eight. Frazier is 31-1 as a starter in regular-season games, 
has a school- and Big Eight-record 32-3 overall record and is 10-2 vs. ranked teams.

Frazier, who has not redshirted, will graduate in May, 1996, with a degree in 
communications.Quoting Osborne on Frazier..."He's a great player who really 
holds things together. He's very tough, he breaks tackles and shows lots of poise, 
He's the difference-maker," 


Frazier's Name Atop Numerous Lists: 

Nebraska's four-year quarterback has been named to the AP, UPI, Walter Camp, 
Football Writers and AFCA first-team All-America teams. He won the Johnny 
Unitas Golden Arm Award, was the runner-up for the Heisman Trophy, a finalist for 
the Davey O'Brien, Maxwell Award and the Walter Camp Player-of-the-Year Award. 
He was named player-of-the-year by the Sporting News and UPI. Frazier was one of 
10 finalists for the Davey O'Brien Award as a sophomore. Although Frazier was the 
Big Eight Freshman-of-the-Year in 1992, he earned his first All-Big Eight Award this 
season as he was a unanimous choice by both the AP and league coaches. He was also 
named the league's offensive player-of-the-year, 


Nebraska senior center and snapper Aaron Graham is a versatile athlete who 
not only earned first-team Football News and Associated Press All-America honors 
on the field, but also earned numerous academic awards as well, including being 
named a Burger King/ABC Scholar-Athlete--an award which contributed $25,000 
to the University of Nebraska general scholarship fund. Graham was tabbed in 
preseason as the second-best center in the nation by Lindy's, he is a two-time first- 
team All-Big Eight honoree, a GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-District VII winner and 
is a three-time Phillips 66 Academic All-Big Eight honoree. He was named a CFA/ 
Hitachi Scholar-Athlete, and to the CFA Good Works team. He has also served as 
NU's starting snapper for four straight years and according to Nebraska offensive 
line coach Milt Tenopir, "Aaron is probably the best center I've had around here in 
22 years and the best college center I've seen playing today. He grades out to 
nearly a 2.0 (on a 2.0 scale) every week and snaps the ball for punts in 0.7 seconds, 
which is extremely fast. He has done that for three years straight and has never had 
a bad snap, whether it is punts, PATs or field goals." The center has had 99 "pan- 
cakes" (knock-down blocks) this season, including 16 against Washington State and 
15 vs. OU. The team had a season-best 77 vs. Pacific and has yet to give up a sack. 
Graham is assisted by first-year starters Chris Dishman (LT), Eric Anderson (RT), 
Steve Ott (RG) and Aaron Taylor (LG).

The Best I-Backs in the Country Can be Found in Omaha, Neb.: 
Four of Nebraska's top five I-backs are all native Nebraskans from Omaha, all 
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except Lawrence Phillips. Four different high schools boast the 
talent, and although James Sims graduated from West Memphis, 
Arkansas, he attended Omaha Central up to his senior year. Four 
different I-backs have started games, including Phillips the first 
two (suspended for the next six games); Clinton Childs vs. 
Arizona State; Damon Benning vs. Pacific and Washington State 
and Ahman Green the last six. In Phillips’ absence, the quartet 
averaged 6.9 yards per carry and 222.0 per game and Nebraska 
continued leading the nation in rushing. 


I-Back Ahman Green Breaks 1,000 Yards: 

Green's 1,086 yards in 11 games betters the Nebraska fresh- 
man rushing record, passing Calvin Jones' 900 in 1991. Green 
is just the fourth Big Eight freshman and 38th frosh in NCAA 
Division I-A to break the 1,000 yard barrier. His 96 points scored 
betters the Nebraska freshman record, but trails NU's freshman 
place-kicker Kris Brown's 97 points this season, Green equaled 
Phillips’ 7.7 yards per carry (behind Clinton Childs’ 7.8) and is 
second to Phillips’ yards per game with 98.7, and is second on the 
team (to Frazier's 14) in rushing TDs with 13, He ranks fourth 
| in the Big Eight and 32nd nationally in yards per game. Green 
also had a dozen catches on the season (the most ever for an NU 
freshman), for another 102 yards and three TDs, and four kickoff 
returns for 71 yards making him NU's all-purpose leader averag- 
ing 114.5 yards per game. As a prepster, Green rushed for over 
1,000 yards three consecutive years at two different high schools, 
as a sophomore at Omaha North and as a junior and senior at

Receivers Put Up Big Numbers as Well: 

Although the Huskers finished fifth in the Big Eight and 89th 
in the country in passing, Nebraska has passed for 18 touch- 
downs on the season (third best in the league), to nine different 
receivers. Receivers Coach Ron Brown keeps more than just 
reception numbers on his crew. Brown has five blocking cat- 
egories: Stones (a devastating blow to a defender), Blazers (blaz- 
ing a path for the back), Extra Effort (tripping up a defender 
away from the ball), Knockdowns and Point of Attack. Tight 
end Mark Gilman leads the team in knockdowns, and wingback 
Jon Vedral leads the wide receivers in every category. NU's 72 
| knockdowns by receivers against Washington State was a team 
season best and the team averaged 55 knockdowns per game 
and four stones. In addition, Brown's receivers have only dropped 
10 passes in 11 games this season. Coach Brown said his re-

ceivers are fully aware of what it takes to be a Husker receiver/ 
blocker. He said, "Tony Dungy (Minnesota Vikings defensive 
eoordinator) told me that if receivers in the NFL blocked like 
we did, it would change the way defensive coordinators ap- 
proached the game." Wingback Clester Johnson leads the team 
with 22 catches for 367 yards and two TDs, split end Reggie 
Baul has 17 catches for 304 yards and two TDs, tight end Mark 
Gilman has 16 catches for 256 yards and one TD, while Vedral 
leads the team in TD receptions with five (14-272). Vedral has 
also scored two other TDs by recovering fumbles in the end zone. 
Six different Huskers have caught double-figure passes also 
counting split end Brendan Holbein with 14-151-1 and l-back 
Ahman Green |2-102-3. 


Defense Has Over 1,000 yards and Six TDs: 

If defense wins championships, the Huskers are prepared to 
win it in the trenches. The Husker Blackshirts rank second na- 
tionally against the run (78.4 ypg), 21st in pass efficiency (103.0), 
13th in total defense (294.1) and fourth in scoring defense (13.6). 
Nebraska has sacked its opponents 32 times for 231 yards lost, 
has picked off 20 interceptions returning them 369 yards for 
five TDs and caused 23 fumbles, recovering eight (two for TDs, 
57 yards in return). In addition, the Huskers have returned 50 
punts for 552 yards and haye another 58 tackles for another 146 
yards in opponent losses. In all, the Husker defense and special 
teams has over 1,000 yards to its credit, 1,355 to be exact and 
has scored nine times (five interception returns, one safety and 
one punt return, one fumble recovery on a punt and one fumble 
return). 


Leading the Way for the Blackshirts: 

Leading the Huskers all season was Big Eight Defensive New- 
comer-of-the-Year (AP and coaches) Terrell Farley. The line- 
backer from Columbus, Ga., followed up an All-America Junior 
College season, with an outstanding first year for Nebraska. 
Farley led the Huskers with 62 tackles, nine tackles for 45-yards 
lost, three interceptions (92 yards), five breakups and five sacks 
for 40 yards lost. He's returned two picks for TDs, blocked two 
punts, and was responsible for a safety this season. Farley earned 
first-team All-Big Eight honors by the Associated Press and was 
cond-team AP, UPI All-American, The rush ends were the

Tyrone Williams earned first team All-Big Eight honors by both the AP and 
coaches as he had 28 tackles. one fumble recovery, one interception and three break- 
ups. His presence on the right corner kept junior Michael Booker busy on the left. 
Booker finished with 33 tackles, tied the team lead for breakups with six and had three 
interceptions. Rover Mike Minter also had six breakups, and finished second on 
the team with 53 tackles, including 2-12 yards lost, one forced fumble and had two. 
interceptions, despite being slowed by last year's knee surgery, Tony Veland started 
every game at free safety this year, and recorded 38 tackles, including 1-1 yard lost, 
two fumble recoveries, one forced fumble, one pass interception for a 43-yard return 
and two breakups. 


Scoring Explosion Part Il: 

Compared to the 1983 "Scoring Explosion", the 1995 team certainly deserves to 
be called the "Scoring Explosion Part IL." The 1995. version has a slight edge on the 
1983 team, at least statistically, The 1983 version featured Turner Gill at quarter- 
back, Irving Fryar at wingback and Mike Rozier at I-back. Rozier won the Heisman 
that year (Nebraska's last Heisman winner), Turner (now the Huskers' QB coach) was 
fourth, while Fryar was the No. | pick of the 1984 NFL draft and is an all-pro receiver 
for Miami, In 11 games, the Huskers averaged two yards less per game rushing than 
the 1983 team which went on to set a school record at 401.7 ypg. but 10 more yards 
in total offense, The passing yards per game is 11.5 more than the 1983 team. The 
Scoring Explosion Part Il is averaging just 0.4 more points per game than the '83 
version, but defensively, the 95 team allows 71 less yards rushing, 74 less total and 
two less points per game. The 1983 team (playing 12 games) holds NCAA records 
for most total offense TDs (84), most TDs (89), most points (624) and most extra 
points (77), Nebraska is also ahead of last year’s totals, In 12 regular-season games 
in 1994, NU averaged 340.0 yards rushing, 137.8 passing and 477.8 total, 59,8 yards 
less rushing and 78.5 yards less in total offense than the 1995 team.

Freshman Place-Kicker Breaks Frosh Records: 

True freshman kicker Kris Brown had three field goals against Oklahoma, a 31- 
yarder, 27-yarder, 35-yarder (missed a 45-yard attempt) and broke two school records 
in the process, With his first field goal, Brown tied the school record for points scored 
in a season via kicking (87). He had 97 on the season, an NU freshman scoring record 
and an overall school record for points by kicking in a season, His 97 points on the 
season, bettered teammate Ahman Green's 96 by one point (also a freshman) ahead 
of Calvin Jones’ previous freshman scoring record of 84 points in 1991, and bettered 
Gregg Barrios’ school-record 87 points scored by kicking in 1990. The OU game | 
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marked the fourth game this year Brown has hit on three field 
goals in a game (also vs. Michigan State. Washington State and 
Colorado). Brown needed one more field goal to tie the school 
record for field goals made in a season (14 by Gregg Barrios’ in 
1990). Brown made 13-16 field goals this year and made 58 of 
61 PATs, for 97 points on the season. Brown was responsible for 
the best field goal percentage in school history (.813). He also 
successfully completed one pass for a two-point conversion. 
Brown finished two conversions shy of Rich Sanger's school- 
record 60 in 1971 (64 attempts). Both true freshmen, Brown and 
Green, scored 193 points for Nebraska, an average of 17.5 per 
game, more than NU opponents average (13.6). 


One-Play Driv 

Nebraska has had one-play scoring drives in six of 11 games 
this season with two in one game, for a total of seven. The plays 
include six rushing, by five different I-backs: Phillips’ 80-yard 
tun vs. OSU; Sims’ 80 run vs. Michigan State; Childs' 65 run 
vs. ASU; Benning's 17 cun ys. Pacific; Green's 57-yard run vs. 
Colorado; and Green's 64-yard run vs. Iowa State and a Frazier 
to Johnson 52-yard pass vs. Colorado. 


In the Red Zone: 

Nebraska is 58 of 71 in the red zone (82 percent) in 1995, 25- 
29 in the last five games (43-51 under Frazier, 12-15 under 
Berringer, 3-7 under Turman), scoring 46 TDs (38 rushing and 
eight passing) and 12 field goals. NU opponents are 16-22 in the 
red zone (73 percent), getting in the red zone 49 less times.

Nebraska Scoring Drives: 

Nebraska has had 82 offensive drives which have ended in 
scores in 1995. Of those, the average time of possession is 2:18. 
Twenty of Nebraska's 82 scoring drives have lasted less than one 
minute. NU's longest scoring drive of the season was 7:13 on its 
first scoring drive against Kansas State, its shortest, was a seven- 
second drive vs. Pacific. When NU scored just 11 seconds into 
the game vs. Arizona State, it seta modern NU record for quickest 
score ina game by the Huskers, Of the 82 scoring drives, 38 have 
lasted five plays or less, including seven one-play drives.

Nebraska's 
quickest scoring day was against Missouri when eight scoring 
drives averaged 1:28. The Huskers set a school and Big Eight 
record averaging 52.4 points per game this season. Nebraska also 
broke the Big Eight record for most points in one half with 63 in 
the first half against Arizona State. Nebraska scored at least 35 
points in every game this season with a high of 77 vs. Arizona 
State and a low of 35 vs. Washington State. Meanwhile, the 
Husker defense ranks fourth nationally in scoring defense, allow- 
ing just 13.6 points per game. The Blackshirts shut out two Big 
Eight opponents, for the first time since 1990, holding Missouri 
(57-0) and Oklahoma (37-0) scoreless. 


Nebraska holds a 12-Yard Average Field Position: 

Nebraska's average field position is its own 36.8 compared to 
the opponents’ own 24.4, largely due in part to a 8.6 advantage 
on punt returns (11.0 to opponents’ 2.4) and a 4.7 advantage on 
kickoff returns (21.0 to 16.3). The 2.4 yards averaged by oppo- 
nents on punt returns this season, is the second lowest in school 
history and the best since 1975 opponents averaged 2.2. Oppo- 
nents also established an NU record with fewest opponent re- 
turns (five) and fewest opponent return yards (12). Nebraska | 
tied the school record for fewest punts in a game with none vs. 
Towa State and had an all-time low of 29 punts on the season. 
Punter Jesse Kosch made the best of it however, averaging 40.3 
yards per punt and led NU to a No. 18 national ranking in net 
punting. Nebraska's punt returns were boosted this season by 
newcomer Mike Fullman. A first-year transfer from Rutgers, 
Fullman led the Big Eight and ranked 10th nationally in punt 
returns, averaging 3.57 this season with 285 yards on 21 re- 
turns, including a career-best 79-yard return for a TD vs. Kan- 
sas State. Senior Clinton Childs led the Huskers in kickoff 
returns with 10-223 yards (22.3 average) and junior Damon 
Benning had three for 79 yards (26.3 ypr).

Nebraska earned the CFA Honorable-Mention Citation the past two years for its 
graduation rate (82 percent among those who completed their eligibility at NU in 
1993, 83 percent in 1994). The Huskers improved that average to85 percent in 1995, 
In 1995, defensive tackle Jason Jenkins competed with his degree in hand. Five more 
graduated this December, including seniors Brook Berringer, Phil Ellis, Clester 
Johnson, Luther Hardin and junior Jon Hesse. Jenkins graduated in August, 1995, 
after transferring from Dodge City, Kan.. Community College in 1993, while Hesse 
graduated in just seven semesters (3 1/2 years). Several others are on track to graduate 
in May, including four-year starting quarterback Tommie Frazier, who has not 
redshirted and will earn his degree in four years. 


Husker Injury Report: 

Kenny Cheatham reseparated his shoulder and will not be available for the 
Fiesta Bowl. No. 4 quarterback, Monte Christo, who had reconstructive knee sur- 
gery in the spring of 1995, may return to drills prior to the bowl game, but is not 
expected to play. Reserve tight end Tim Carpenter had his right knee scoped on 
Oct. 29 but returned for the OU game. Linebacker Phil Ellis who broke his foot on 
Sept. 27 and missed three games, regained his starting position in the last game and 
is back to 100 percent. Coach Tom Osborne said, "We have been very fortunate this 
year in that the top two units have not suffered any season-ending injuries."

Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne has led Nebraska to 23-straight bowl appearances, 
12 Big Eight Conference titles and a national title last season.

The phrase inscribed on Me- 
morial Stadium's northwest cor- 
nerreads, "Courage; Generosity; 
Fairness; Honor; In these are the 
true awards of manly sports." 
And, those words portray Husker 
Coach Tom Osbome, who in 23 
seasons on the Nebraska sideline 
has builta total program based on 
more than just winning. 

The veteran Husker mentor 
knows how to win, that's for 
sure, but it isn'this only source of 
motivation. Thenation’s winningestactive coach, Osbornesportsa glossy 
230-47-3 record, foran .827 winning percentage, a mark thatranks eighth 
alltime. In 1994, Osborne cemented his place among the sport's coaching 
legends as he added a national championship to his unmatched coaching 
resume. He guided the Huskers toa perfect 13-0 season. capped by acome- 
from-behind 24-17 win over Miami, Fla., in the Orange Bowl--a victory 
which assured Nebraska of its first national title since the 1971 season. 

The Huskers didn't miss a beat in 1995. Nebraska completed its third 
consecutive unbeaten regular season and will play in its third straight 
national championship game. Nebraska became just the third school to post 
35 wins over three seasons and would become the first to win 36 games in 
that span with a Tostitos Fiesta Bowl victory. Under Osborne, NU could 
become just the second school and the first since Oklahoma in 1955-56 to 
post back-to-back perfect national championship seasons. 

Osborne also led the Huskers to their fifth consecutive Big Eight 
Conference crown (his 12th) and their 14th undefeated regular season 
(fourth under Osborne). Nebraska is the only school to have won four 
straight outright conference titles. doing so twice. The Huskersalso posted 
four consecutive Big Eight crowns from 1963-66. 

Nebraska enters the Fiesta Bow! with 24 consecutive wins overall, 36 
straight regular season wins, 30 straight home victories and 23 consecu- 
tive Big Eight wins, 

But beyond the remarkable on the field success story his Husker teams 
have written in America's heartland, Osborne is committed to making a 
difference in the lives of his players, staff and the community in which 
he lives. In today's ever-changing and fast-paced intercollegiate athletic 
world, he is the pillar of stability and a visible role model for all. 

Consider if you will, that 29 men have served as head football coaches 
at Big Eight institutions during his tenure and that only two of the nation's 
active Division I-A coaches have been on the job at the same institution 
longer than the down-to-earth Osborne. The dean of Big Eight football 
coaches, Osborne is completing his 23rd year as the Huskers’ head coach 
and his 34th overall in Lincoln. That stability is a trademark of the 
Osborne-built Nebraska program. 

A Hastings, Neb., native, Osborne may well be the state's best 
ambassador. He is an adyocate of NCAA reform on behalfofall student- 
athletes: an active member of the Fellowship of Christian Athletes, and 
supports numerous area youth education programs. Osborne leads by

Inthecommunity, Coach Osborne and his wife, Nancy, havedeveloped 
aspecial program forarea youths. The Husker Teammates program matches 
Nebraska football players with local junior high school students in a big- 
brother relationship. 

Financing forthe Husker Teammates program comes from The Osbome 
Endowment for Youth. That fund, underwritten by the Coach and his wife 
and established four years ago, helps prevent junior highand middleschool 
youths from dropping out of school and encourages them to continue their 
education beyond high school. Ata banquet in February, 1994, honoring | 
Osborne for his 200th career victory, more than $250,000 was raised for 
the Endowment. This is a tribule not only to Osborne's on the field 
achievements, but his desire to make the community a better place to live 
and indicates the respect he enjoys from his peers. 

And, heencourages his players to give back to the community, evidenced 
by the more than 50,000 students his players reach on an annual basis 
through community outreach activities. 

For his efforts on behalf of student-athletes and his work in the 
community, Osborne was selected as one of eight 1994 Giant Steps 
Award winners from around the nation by the Northeastern University 
Center for the Study of Sport in Society. The awards are given annually 
on National Student-Athlete Day to individuals and/or organizations 
who exemplify the ideals and provide the support necessary for student- | 
athletes to achieveacademic and athletic excellence. Osborne also received 
the 1995 National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame Distin- 
guished American Award. 

Osbome heads into his 23rd bowl gameas the Huskers’ head man owning 
Big Fight records for victories (230) and games coached (280). Osborne- 
squads have captured 12 Big Eight crowns and averaged 10 
per year. Of NU's 12 league titles in Osborne's tenure as head 
coach, eight have been outright, including 1995. The Huskersalso captured 
league championships in 1975. 1978, 1981, 1982, 1983, 1984, 1988, 1991, 
1992, 1993 and 1994. 

The 1996 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl isthe third consecutive season Nebraska 
has played forthe national title, as the Huskers droppeda heartbreaking 18- 
16 decision to Florida State in the 1994 FedEx Orange Bowland defeated 
Miami, Fla. 24-17 in last year’s Orange Bowl. Inall, Nebraska is playing

Despite losing 14 starters from the 1994 national championship squad, 
Osborne and his staff have kept the Big Red Machine rolling. Nebraska 
seta school and Big Eight scoring record, averaging 52.4 points per game, 
while leading the nation in rushing for the 10th time since 1980. The 
Huskers posted their third-straight unbeaten regular-season record (1 1-0- 
0)anda fifth-straight Big Eighttitle, Itmarked the 13th time in NU's 105- 
year history it had finished regular-season play unbeaten and untied. 

This season followed a 1994 campaign in which Nebraska overcame 
well-documented injuries to give Osborne his first national title and the 
school's first since 1971. Osborne's work did not go unnoticed in 1994 as 
hereceived numerous coaching honors, including recognition by his peers 
ofthe American Football Coaches Associationas its Division -A Coach- 
of-the-Y ear. 

The 1993 season was a memorable one for Osborne, too, as he became 
the first coach to reach the 200-win plateau in just 21 seasons, when the 
Huskers defeated Oklahoma State, 27-13, in Stillwater, Okla., Oct. 7, 1993. 
Only the 12th coach in NCAA Division I-A history to reach the 200-win 
milestone and the first to do so exclusively at one school, his 230 victories 
rank eighth all-time, third among active Division I-A coaches. Osbome 
reached the 200-win plateau in just 249 games with a remarkable nine 
victories and a bowl appearance every season. 

Bowling, though, is far from anew-wave experience forthe Huskers or 
Osbome, as all 23 of Dr. Tom's teams have made bowl treks and 32 of the 
34 Nebraska teams he's been associated with have ended their season ina 
bow] game. Those23 bowl appearances rank Osborne third all-time behind 
Alabama's Paul "Bear" Bryant (29) and Penn State's Joe Paterno (26), and 
the last 15 have come on New Year's Day, another NCAA record. All23 
of NU's bow! appearances under Osborne have been against ranked (AP) 
teams, and the last 10, including this year’s matchup with Florida, have been 
against teams ranked in the top five. 

Not one to shy away from a challenge, Osborne's Huskers have 
accepted the maximum number of preseason invites allowed by NCAA 
rules, playing in the Kickoff Classic three times, and taking home the 
championship trophy each time. NU opened its 1994 season with a 31- 
O victory over then-No. 24 West Virginia, after handing Penn State a 44- 
6 loss in the 1983 inaugural game and posting a 23-14 decision over 
Texas A&M in 1988. 

Under Osborne's direction, Nebraska's NCAA-record string of con- 
secutive winning seasons has grown to 34, including a record 27 straight 
nine-win campaigns. This year's bow! bidis the Huskers! 27th-straight, also 
an NCAA record. 

‘A seven-time Big Eight Coach-of-the-Year pick (1975. 1976, 1980, 
1988, 1992, 1993 and 1994), Osborne was named the American Football 
Coaches Association District Coach-of-the-Year seven times--1978, 
1979, 1980, 1983, 1987, 1988 and 1994. He was selected as the 1978 
Bobby Dodd National Coach-of-the-Year by the Atlanta Quarterback 
Club and Delta Airlines for his effort toward the advancement of the 
higher and more notable aspects of college coaching. Osborne also 
eared National Coach-of-the-Year honors from the Football News in 
1983. 

While stability has played a key role in NU' grid fortunes over the past 
23 seasons, there is an unmasked consistency about which Osborne and 
the Huskers go about their business. And, nowhere is that consistency 
more evident than the national polls, where Nebraska has been a fixture 
every season under Osborne. Nebraska has been ranked in every weekly 
AP poll since 1981, giving ita poll record 239 consecutive weeks in the 
rankings. Since Osborne took over in 1973, NU has been ranked in 362 
of 365 AP polls, missing one week in 1977 and two in 1981. Since 1969. 
the Huskers have appeared in 413 ofa possible 41 6polls. Nebraska squads 
have finished among the AP Top 20 in 21 of 22 seasons under Osborne.

A fixture in the polls every season, the Huskers have been ranked No. 
| Lin the last six polls this season, after topping the poll for eight weeks in 
| 1994. In fact, a study of the final AP polls from 1973 through the 1994 
season finds that Nebraska is the nation’s most successful program based 
on rankings. Using a point system of 20 for first, 19 for second, ete., the 
Huskers scored 276 points to outdistance second-place Michigan's 253 
points and third-place Alabama's 249 points. 

Nebraska was ranked second inthe first 10 polls this season, but climbed 
toNo. | afiera 44-21 victory at Colorado on Oct. 28, and has held the top 
spot since. 

Through 23 seasons, Osborne's Huskers have posted an impressive 53- 
36-1 (.594) record against ranked AP teams, easily the best record fora 
Nebraska mentor. In 1995, NU is 3-0 against ranked opponents defeating 
then-No. 8 Kansas State 49-25, No. 7 Colorado 44-21 and No. 10 Kansas 
41-3. Osborne is also the only Husker coach to ever beat a No. |-ranked 
team--the 17-14 win over Oklahomain 1978. His Hall of Fame predecessor, 
Bob Devaney, was 12-12-2 against ranked teams during his Nebraska 
career, while all previous NU coaches were a combined 7-35-0, 

On and off the field, Osborne’s players have consistently been highly 
honored. Eight of his proteges have received the NCAA’s highest honor 
forstudent-athletes—selection as one of Today’s Top Six/Eight, including 
| 1995 recipient Aaron Graham, offensive tackle Rob Zatechka in 1994 and 
1993 Butkus Award winner Trey Alberts. That's the most forany individual 
sports program in the country and accounts for more than half of NU's 
nation-leading 12 total selections. Husker gridders who received the honor 
include guard Randy Schleusener (1981) and Zatechka (1995), centers 
Dave Rimington (1983), Mark Traynowiez (1985), Jake Young (1990)and 
Graham (1996), and linebackers Pat Tyrance (1991) and Alberts (1994), 

In 1995, Aaron Graham eamed first-team GTE/CoSIDA Academic All- 
America honors to boost the Huskers’ total to 34 student-athletes. That 
figure includes nine two-time picks fora total of 43 first-team academic All- 
| America certificates under Osbome and a nation-leading 49 in school 
| history. 

Nebraskaalso has had 24 NCAA postgraduate scholarship winners and 
15 National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athlete recipi- 
ents, including Zatechka in 1994, In 1988, Mark Blazek was named the 
CBS/Toyota Leader-of-the-Y ear, while in 1994, Zatechka was named the 
Honda Scholar-Athlete and NU's first GTE Student/Athlete-of-the-Y ear.

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The honors, though, don't end in the classroom, as Husker players have 
been highly decorated for their on-field performances, too. This season, 
Tommie Frazier won the Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award and was 
| Nebraska's first Heisman finalist since 1983. Last year, Zach Wiegert 
beame the fifth Outland Trophy winner in Tom's head coaching career and 
the seventh in school history. A yearearlier. Alberts became the first player 
in Nebraska history to earn the Butkus Award, given annually to the nation's 
top collegiate linebacker 

The Huskers made history under Osborne by producing three consecu- 
tive Outland Trophy winners (Rimington in 1981 and 1982 and Dean 
Steinkuhler in 1983) and two consecutive Lombardi Award winners 
(Rimington in 1982 and Steinkuhler in 1983), while also winning the 1983 
Heisman Trophy (Mike Rozier). 

During Osborne’s career, 44 players have eamed All-America honors, 
including five two-time All-Americans fora total of 49 selections. Quar- 
terback Tommie Frazier earned consensus first-team All-America honors 
in 1994, bringing NU'sall-time total of consensus picks to 42, while center 
Aaron Graham and outside linebacker Jared Tomich were first-team 
| selections by the Associated Press. 

Osborne was the first recipient of the Distinguished Nebraskalander 
Award from the Nebraskaland Foundation in 1982, and he was named the 
1983 national coach-of-the-year by the Fellowship of Christian Athlete: 
He’salsoan author, having published a book entitled "More Than Winnin; 
in 1985, 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid- 
1950s, Osborne was named Nebraska Prep Athlete-of-the-Year, then 
passed up major-college scholarship offersto attend the school from which 
his father and grandfather graduated before him, hometown Has 
College. Hebecamea starquarterback and basketball player for Co: 
McLaughlin, and in 1959 was named State College Athlete-of-the-Y ear, 
becoming the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high school 
and college honors. 

fier receiving his bachelor’s degree from Hastings College in 1 
Osborne played three seasons in the National Football League, two with 
the Washington Redskins and one with the 0 49ers, where 
his roommate was Jack Kemp, the former Congressman, presidential 
candidate and Bush administration Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

In 1962, he contacted the newly-hired Devaney, and obtained a 
graduate assistant’s position on the Husker staff. He continued in that 
capacity until he received his master’s degree in 1963, then maintained 
a triple role of student, teacher and part-time coach at the University. He 
earned a doctorate in educational psychology in 1965, then elected to 
pursue coaching as a career in 1967, becoming the Huskers’ full-time 
receivers coach--a decision NU fans have applauded since. 

Over the next five years, Osborne was in charge of the Husker passing 
game, and in his last four seasons as an assistant coach, developed a 
wingback by the name of Johnny Rodgers, who would become Nebraska’s 
first Heisman Trophy winner in 1972. 

When Devaney announced after the 1972 Orange BowI that he would 
retire from coaching at the end of the 1972 season, he e! d Osborne 
to assistant head coach and director of recruiting for his final campaign, 
and handpicked the then-34-year-old as his suecessor. 

Osborne took over a program which regained national prominence 
under Devaney, built upon it and established his own winning tradition. 
Osbore and Devaney are one of just three coaching duos to post back- 
to-back 100-win careers at the same institution (following Penn State's Rip 
Engle and Joe Paterno and Georgia Tech's John Heisman, Bill Alexander 
and Bobby Dodd), but the first pair to do it in an unbelievable 21 years. 
Since 1962, NU owns a 331-67-5 record for an incredible 828 winning 
percentage (34 years, 403 games). 

Osborne is married to the former Nancy Tederman. They are the 
parents ofa son, Mike, and two daughters, Ann and Suzi. Son Mike and 
| his wife Emily have two children, William and Catherine. Mike followed 
| in his father's footsteps by playing quarterback at Hastings College. and 
graduated in May 1987.

A former standout fullback on 
Coach Bob Devaney's Nebraska 
teams in themid-1960s, Frank Solich 
is completing his 17th season on 
the Husker coaching staff: his 13th 
as running backs coach and his fifth 
sistant head coach. A 1992 
inductee into the Nebraska Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame, Solich was tabbed 
Athlon Magazine's Assistant 
Coach-of-the-Year prior to the 
start of the 1993. season, 

Solich, who recruited and coached 
Heisman Trophy winner Mike 
Rozier, has produced at least one All-Big Fight running back in 12 of the 13 
seasons he has tutored the position, Solich's star pupil in 1995 was true 
freshman Ahman Green who broke the school’s freshman rushing record with 
1,086 yards and eamed first-team All-Big Bight honors and was also named 
the league's offensive newcomer-of-the-year. Injuries forced Solich to start 
four different backs during the 1995 season, In 1994, Solich saw Lawrence 
Phillips post the second-best single-season rushing total in school history with 
1,722 yards, en route to earning first-team all-conference honors. Solich- 
coached running backs own 15 of NU's top 25 single-game rushing 
performances and seven of the school’s top 10 season rushing efforts. 

Since Solich began directing the Husker ground attack, Nebraska has 
captured eight NCAA rushing titles, including 1995's nation-leading 399.8 
per-game average. Nebraska, which has won four of the past five rushing titles, 
has never finished lower than third in the NCAA rushing statistics during 
Solich's tenure, In addition, the Huskers have won eight-straight Big Eight 
rushing titles and have never finished lower than second in the league rushing 
race under Solich's direction. 

Despite weighing less than 160 pounds, Solich was an All-Big Eight fullback 
and co-captain of the Huskers’ 1965 team, He held the NU single-game rushing 
record (204 yards against Air Force in 1965) for 10 yeurs, and also lettered in 
baseball. Solich still holds the Orange Bow! record for return yards ina game with 
166 in 1966. 

A Cleveland native, Solich prepped at Holy Name High School and received 
his bachelor’s (1966) and master’s (1972) degrees from Nebraska. He was the 
head coach at Holy Name High School in Omaha, Neb., from 1966-68, then 
moved to Lincoln Southeast High School from 1968 through 1979, After joining 
the Nebraska stalY, he served as the head freshman coach for four seasons, posting 
three undefeated seasons and a 19-1-0 record, before taking over as coach of the 
Husker running backs in 1983. Solich is married to the former Pamela Wieck, 
of Beatrice, Neb, d they have two children. Cindy and Jeff, and an infant 
granddaugher, Catherine.

Hailed by the Sporting News as 
the nation’s best collegiate defen- 
sive line coach in its 1992 preseason 
annual, Charlie MeBride is in his 
19th season on Coach Tom 
Osborne's staff, and his 14th as 
the Huskers’ def ve coordina- 
tor, 

McBride's 1995 Blackshirt de- 
fense ranked in the top five na- 
tionally in rushing (second) and 
scoring defense (fourth) and was 
13th in totl defense. In 1994, 
MeBride's defense finished in the 
nation's top 10 in each of the four major defensive categories, marking only 
the third time since 1946 NU accomplished that feat, with McBride directing 
two of those defenses. 

Since taking over as defensive coordinator in 1982, McBride has watched 
the Husker Blackshirts rank among the nation's top 15 in both total defense 
and scoring defense 10 times, including 1984's nation-leading per-zame 
averages of 203.3 yards and 9.5 points. The Blackshirts, who have allowed 
less than 285 yards and 14 points per game during McBride's tenure, have 
also led the Big Bight in total defense six times. 

He has served as defensive line coach since coming to Nebraska in 1977, 
din that time, has produced such standouts as All-American Neil Smith, | 
now of the Kansas City ChiefS, and seven-year NEL veteran Danny Noonan. 

An All-Big Eight end and punter at Colorado, McBride received his bachelor’s 
degree in physical education from CU in 1962, then played one season for the 
AFL's Denver Broncos, Following his stint with the Broncos, he became head | 
coach at Chicago’s Fenger High School, a position he held for the 1963-64 | 
seasons, He returned to Colorado as a graduate assistant in 1965 and 1966. 
MeBride was an assistant coach to Frank Kush at Arizona State for three seasons

overall. Linebacker Terrell Farley

Ron Brown is completing his 
ninth season as the Huskers’ re- 
ceivers coach, His receivers noted 
as excellent perimeter blockers, 
have helped Nebraska to six NCAA. 
rushing titles in the last nine sea- 
sons. In addition, the Husker re- 
ceiving corps has led the Big Eight 
in touchdown receptions three 
times in his tenure, and has never 
been ranked lower than third. 

Seventeen of his former pupils 
have gone on to professional ca- 
reers, including tight end Johnny 
Mitchell, the New York Jets 1992 first-round draft pick, and two-time NFL 
Pro Bow! selection one Hughes of the New Orleans Saints. In Brown's 
tenure at Nebraska, an average of 2.1 Husker receivers each season have been 
either drafied or signed free agent contracts. 

Brown joined Coach Osborne's staff after a four-year stint at Brown 
University. He spent one season as the Bears’ head freshman couch (1983), 
then moved up to the varsity staff and tutored the defensive backs for three 
seasons. He also served as the Assistant to the Athletic Director in 1986, In 
1985, the Bears’ defense led the Ivy League and ranked among the nation’s 
top eight in the NCAA Division's I-AA in rushing, scoring and total defense. 

A standout defensive back at Brown in the late 1970s and a member of the 
school's Sports Hall of Fame, Brown was credited with 115 tackles in his career 
and he picked off seven passes in his first two seasons, Brown received his 
bachelor’s degree from Brown in 1979, then earned his master's degree in 
health administration from Columbia University in 1982. He began his 
coaching career as a defensive coordinator for the semi-pro New Jersey Rams 
in 1982, before moving to his alma mater in 1983 

In 1993, authur Arthur L. Lindsay wrote a biography about Coach Brown 
entitled "/ Can.” Brown has also written the chapter "Special Issue for the Black 
Athlete” in a book entitled Black Students Guide to College Success, which is 
utilized by African-American high school students across the nation, Last 
summer he also completed a book on Nebraska's 1994 National Champion- 
ship season titled Unfinished Business. 

Brown is a speaker and writer for the Fellowship of Christian Athletes and 
serves as the FCA's national spokesman for race reconciliation and writes a 
monthly column in FCA’s natio azine, Sharing the Victory. An active 
member of the Lincoln community, Brown runs four statewide Christian 
camps for disadvantaged children cach summer. He is married to the former

Former standout Husker signal 
caller Turner Gill is in his fourth 
season as Nebraska's quarterback 
coach. 

Gill returned to his alma mater in 
August of 1992 afier spending the 
1991 season as receivers coach at 
Southern Methodist. This season, 
Husker signal caller Tommie Frazier 
Was a consensus first-team All- 
American, won the Johnny Unitas 
Golden Arm Award, finished as the 
runner-up for the Heisman Trophy 
and was a Davey O'Brien Award 
finalist. Frazier also became Gill's first all-conference quarterback in four 
seasons at Nebraska and set numerous Nebraska records, including the career 
total offense record, 

In his rookie season on the coaching staff, Gill watched as Frazier became 
the first player in Nebraska history to start at quarterback as a true freshman 
in 1992 and went on to earn Big Eight Neweomer-of-the-Year. 

As Nebraska's starting quarterback from 1981 through 1983, Gill led the 
Huskers to a 28-2 mark, including a 20-0 league record, and three conference 
litles. A three-time All-Big Eight pick and a second-team All-American as a 
senior, Gill was the catalyst of the Huskers’ high-octane 1983 offense, a season 
in which NU I-back Mike Rozier won the Heisman Trophy and Gill finished 
fourth in the voting for collegiate football's top award. The ’83 team finished 12- 
| and second in the final polls. In his four-year career (1980-83), Gill completed 
231 of 428 passes for 3,317 yards. 34 touchdowns and a .540 completion 
percentage. He rushed for 1,317 yards and 18 TDs to finish fourth on NU’s all- 
time total offense chart with 4,634 yards. 

A talented all-around athlete, Gill spent two seasons with the Canadian 
Football League's Montreal Concordes (1984-85) and three years (1986-88) in 
the Cleveland and Detroit minor league baseball systems. He left baseball and 
returned to his native state to the University of North Texas in 1990, where he was

Gill returned to Nebraska and served as a graduate assistant on the Huskers! 
1990 staff, then moved to SMU asa graduate assistant for the 1991 campaign. He 
took graduate courses at each school.

Anenergetic 50-year-old, Byrne came to Nebraska following a highly- 
successful cight-year stint as athletic director at the University of Oregon. 
Wellrespectedamong his peers. Byrne wasrecently re-clectedas secretary- 
treasurer of the College Football Association and as a member of that 
organization's board of directors, He isalsoon the NCAA special committee 
on marketing and licensing, 

Byrne has been a tireless worker in an effort to establish a close 
relationship with the University community and Husker fans, During his 
three years in Lincoln, Byrne has canvassed the state of Nebraska, visiting 
with boosters to learn the needs and concerns of Husker fans everywhere. 

Among his many accomplishments at Nebraska, Byrne has been 
instrumental in upgrading Husker facilities, including the addition of two 
HuskerVision replay boards at Memorial Stadium in 1994.

When one talks about the suc- 
cess of University of Nebraska ath- 
letic teams, one name tops the list of 
persons responsible--Bob Devaney. 
On Jan. 4, 1993, Devaney stepped 
down as athletic director and turned 
the reins over to Bill Byrne. Now 
in his 34th year with the athletic 
department, Devaney has focused 
his attention on fund-raising and 
continues to serve as Athletic Di- 
rector Emeritus. He was recently 
inducted in the NACDA Hall of 
Fame for his numerous contribu 
tions as athletic director, 

From the time he took over for Tippy Dye in 1967, to his final year as 
the Husker Athletic Director in 1992, his vigor, enthusiasm and admin 
excellence earned him a reputation as one of the nation's outstanding athletic 
directors. Those same characte helped make him a football coaching 
legend. A 1981 inductee into the College Football Hall of Fame, under 
Devaney's leadership Nebraska developed one of the nation's most successful 
all-around athletic programs. 

Devaney arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of building a succe: 
football program, and he succeeded far beyond anyone's expectations, During 
his [1-year stint as Husker football coach, Devaney's teams won 101 games, lost 
only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career mark of 136- 
30-7 (,806) ranked him as the nation's winningest active coach at the time of his 
retirement in 1973, and he ranks 11th on the all-time list today, just behind the 
man he tabbed as his replacement, Tom Osborne. 

In all, his gridiron teams won cight Big Eight titles and two national 
championships while going to nine bow! games during the 1962-72 span. He 
wound up with three-straight Orange Bowl wins to go with his amazing record 
of nine bowl trips in I years, eight Big Eight titles, two national championships, 
two Outland Trophy winners, a Lombardi Award winner and a Heisman Trophy 
winner. Twice his teams won four consecutive Big Eight titles, 1963-66 and 
1969-72. 

‘The 1971 national title team, which posted a 13-0 record, twice defended its 
No. | ranking against the nation's second-ranked team (beating Oklahoma, 35- 
31, in the "Game of the Century," and Alabama, 38-6, in the Orange Bowl), and 
beat the eventual No, 3 team, Colorado, 31-7. That '71 team has been hailed as 
the best college team of all time. 

He received many other honors during his coaching career, He was named 
coach-of-the-year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the Football Writers of 
America, Football News and the Washington TD Club in 1971, and he coached 
in numerous all-star games such as the Hula Bowl, Coaches All-America, Blue- 
Gray and Shrine East-West. He was inducted into the Blue-Gray Hall-of-Fame 
in 1991. 

Inducted into the Orange Bow! Hall of Honor in 1976, Devaney led Nebraska 
to four wins in five Miami appearances. In 1992, he was named an honorary 
member of the Orange Bow! committe: 

In 1994, the American Football Coaches Association presented Devaney with 
the Amos Alonzo Stagg Award for contributions (0 college football. He also 
received the 1994 Duffy Daugherty Memorial Award. 

As Athletic Director, he spearheaded drives to virtually rebuild and replace 
Nebraska's then-aging athletic facilities. Continuing a process begun during 
Dye's tenure, he oversaw the expansion of Memorial Stadium from its original 
36,000 capacity to its present 72,700. 

It was Devaney's leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska 
Legislature, that resulted in the passage ofa special c r 
for a new athletic complex, the beautiful, four-and-a-half-aere indoor sports 
building which opened on the Nebraska State Fair Grounds in 1976, The 
building, which features a 14,30: 
diving pools, an indoor track and workout areas for wrestling and gymnastics, 


at main arena, plus separate swimming and 
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was renamed the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 

Also in the mid-1970s, Devaney saw to the construction of Ed Weir Track 
and Field Stadium and a new, partially astro-turfed baseball facility, Buck 
Beltzer Field. More recently, he oversaw the expansion of the Huskers’ 
academic counseling service and the concurrent establishment of the Hewit 
Center in the West Stadium; the continued expansion of the strength and 
conditioning program and its outstanding facility in the West Stadium; the 
construction of the new NU Softball Complex: and the building of the Otto 
and Gladys Baumann Building at Beltzer Field. 

Deyaney's most recent accomplishment was to spearhead a fund-raising 
drive to provide Husker athletic teams with an indoor workout facility. The size 
ofa full football field, Cook Pavilion was completed in 1989 and is available For 
the NU football and baseball team workouts. As part of the same project, an 
adjoining faculty-student recreation facility was finished in 1991,

Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, graduating 
with a Bachelor of Science degree in 1939. After starting his coaching career at 
Big Beaver, Mich., Devaney moved to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before 
spending seven years at Alpena High where his teams earned a 52-9-0 record, He 
then joined Biggie Munn, and later Duffy Daugherty, at Michigan State before 
becoming Wyoming's head coach in 1957, 

Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley. His 
son, Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University of 
Nebraska. He’s a grandfather, too, with Mike's family including a daughter and 
ason 


Bob Devaney and Tom Osborne are just the third pair of coaches in 
collegiate football history to win 100 games back-to-back.

Ahman Green set the world on fire in 1995 as he wasa key contributor to Nebraska's 12th NCAA 
rushing title and undefeated season. Green, who has not redshirted, played immediately for the 
Huskers, rushing six times for 52. yards anda 14-yard TD in Nebraska's first gameagainst Oklahoma 
State. He followed that with four carries for 74 yards and a 57-y zan State, then 
totaled over 100 yards in the next three games. He had 13-111 and yo TDs vs. Arizona State, 15- 
112 and two scores vs. Pacific, then in his first career start, totaled 176 yards on 13 carries (13.5 per 
carry) against Washington State. including a three-yard TD and a 54 yard run. He was 10 short of 
100 vs. Missouri, scoring in his sixth consecutive game. Against two top ten teams, Green had 22- 
109 vs. Kansas State but was held scoreless on the ground for the first time on the season (althoug’ 
his two TD receptions vs. the Wildcats was an NU position record), and 18-97 vs, Colorado with 
two TDs, including a 57-yarder on the first play of Nebraska's first possession, giving the Huskers 
a 7-0 edge, He equaled his career best with 176 yards on 12 carries against lowa State (14.7 ype) 
and had a season-best three TDs, including a season-best 64 yard TD in the third. He also scored 
onasix-yard pass from Frazier giving him four TDs on the day. He finished the season with 45 yards 
at Kansas and 44 against Oklahoma. He totaled 12 catches for 102 yards and three TDs passing with 
a season-best three catches and two TDs against K-State (41 yards) and a season-best 44 yards, 
including a long of 35 yards at Colorado (on two catches). Green's 1,086 yards in I games betters 
the Nebraska freshman rushing record, passing Calvin Jones’ 900 in 1991. Green is just the fourth 
Big Eight freshman and 38th frosh in NCAA Division I-A to break the 1,000 yard barrier. His 96 
points scored bettered the previous Nebraska freshman record, but trailed NU's freshman place- 
kicker Kris Brown's 97 points this season. Together the two freshmen scored 193 points, (34 percent 
of NU's 576 points) and averaged 17.5 per game, nearly four points better than NU's opponent's 
ayerage of 13.6, Green equaled Phillips’ 7.7 yards per carry (behind Clinton Childs’ 7.8) and was 
second to Phillips' yards per game with 98.7, and second on the team (to Frazier’s 14) in rushing TDs 
with 13. Heranked fourth in the Big Eight and 32nd nationally in yards per game. Green's 12 catches 
onthe season were the mostever foran NU freshman and his fourkickoff retums for 7 yardssecured 
his spot as NU's all-purpose leader averaging 114.5 yards per game. His 1,259 all-purpose yards 
arethe most ever fora Husker freshman as heaveraged 114.5 yards per game. Hislong kickoffreturn 
was 34 yards against Washington State, when he had a season-best 3-66, filling in for the injured 
Clinton Childs. His only other return was a five yarder against Arizona State, For his outstanding 
season, Green was the Big Eight Newcomer-and Freshman-of-the-Yearas named by the Associated 
Press and league coaches, He earned first-team All-Big Eight honors by the coaches, and wasa third- 
team All-American by the UPI. He was Nebraska's nominee for Big Eight player-of-the-week 
following the lowa State game. Asa prepster, Green rushed for over 1,000 yards three consecutive 
years at two different high schools, as a sophomore at Omaha North and as a junior and senior at 
Central, Central also produced running back greats Gayle Sayers of Kansas and NU’s previous 
freshman record holder Calvin Jones.

— Big plays led to a 
big blowout Thursda night as defending 
national champion Nebraska opened the 
1995 season with a 64-21 thumping of

points in an 18-minute span covering the 
second and third quarters. For the game, 
NU finished with 671 total yards — 513 
rushing and 158 passing, 

“Our offense has so many weapons 
that you can’t key on one guy,” quarter- 
back Tommie Frazier said.

“We hope we came across well on 
television,” he said. “I's a terrible thing. 
But anymore with the voting system 
you've got to look good on TV a few 
times.

EAST LANSING, Mich. — Stop 
me if you've heard this one before. 

Tommie Frazier, Nebraska's 
starting quarterback, goes down in 
the second quarter, Michigan State 
quarterback Tony Banks appears to 
be having a great day on his way to 
290 vards passing. 

The Cornhuskers stumble at 
times in the first half, with two turn- 
overs, give up 123 yards passing and 
commit four penalties 

Still, No. 2 ranked Nebraska rose 
above the chaos to stomp Michigan 
State 50-10 Saturday afternoon be- 
fore 73,891 fans at Spartan Stadium 
and a regional television audience. 

"Sometimes it wasn't pretty but it 
was a pretty good score,” said NU 
safety Tony Veland. 

Nebraska was composed enough 
on defense to hold Michigan State to 
a touchdown in the first half and a 
field goal in the second half. 

Meanwhile, the Cornhusker run- 
ning game chewed up 552 yards and 
produced six touchdowns, including 
four by T-back Lawrence Phillips, 
and three field goals by freshman 
Kris Brown. 

All that running, including 206 
yards by Phillips; came against a de- 
fense formed by new Michigan State 
Coach Nick Saban. A year ago, Sa- 
ban was the defensive coordinator 
for the Cleveland Browns, one of the 
best defenses in the NFL. 

And while Phillips nursed a sore 
ankle, Nebraska's other backs car- 
ried the load. 

Clinton Childs rushed eight times 
for 83 yards. Freshman I-back Ah- 
man Green carried four times for 74 
yards, including a $7-yard touch- 
down. Nebraska's fourth I-back, 
James Sims, carried just once, but it 
turned into an 80-yard touchdown. 
Frazier and Brook Berringer rushed 
nine times for 50 yards combined, 
and fullback Jeff Makovicka added 
38 yards on nine carries, 

“It just shows that no matter who 
the quarterback is, no matter who 
the running back is, there are going 
to be holes to run through and 
chances to score,” said Phillips, who 
scored on three l-yard runs and one 
50-yard burst. 

They got to us pretty good in the 
first quarter, but I think like our last 
game, we wore them down,” Phillips 
said. “We had a few mistakes, a few 
wrong reads, but 552 yards rushing 
— that's pretty good 

“The line made those holes and 
the fullbacks took care of the line- 
backers and all I had to deal with 
was the defensive backs a lot of the 
time,” he said. 

Phillips didn’t have to deal with 


hardly anybody after he took the 
snap trom center, sprung off a block 
by center Aaron Graham and blew 
past the Michigan State defense on a 
50-yard TD run in the third quarter. 

“We know a little trickery to go 
with all that normal stuff," Phillips 
said. “We caught them ina blitz that 
‘play and the line caught them all.” 

Nebraska caught Michigan State 
‘an other ways, too. 

Berringer, who started in Fra- 
zier's place most of last season, 

jicked up the pace and handed off to 

hhillips three times in a row for runs 
‘of 19, 18 and 1 yard to give Nebraska 
a 17-7 lead with 10;52 left in the first 
half. 

On the next drive, Berringer 
handed off to Childs four times for 50 
yards and hit a short pass to set up 

rown’'s 47-yard field goal with 3:36 

ft in the half. 
=. Nebraska ran nine plays in a row 
to set up a 20-yard field goal by 
‘Brown to open the second half, then 
Berringer hit Reggie Baul on a 
51-yard pass to the MSU 8-yard line 
to set up Phillips’ 1-yard touchdown 
run to boost the score to 29-10 with 
4:29 left in the third quarter. 

Just over three minutes later, 
Phillips, standing next to Berringer 
in the shotgun formation, scored on 
the direct snap from center. 

"We practiced that play all spring 
and all fall and finally got the pay- 
off,” said Graham. “Actually, it 
worked very well considering I 
ended up with two guys to block. But 


Phillips went by so fast, I didn't have 
tostay long on the blocks.” 

The Husker running game was so 
effective that handing off might 
have been the entire playbook for 
the second half, if had gotten Ber- 
ringer injured. 

Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne 
said he checked with Frazier during 
the third quarter to see if he could 
return should Berringer get hurt. 
Frazier said, “He asked me if I could 
just hand off if Brook got hurt and I 
said I could, if he really needed me. 
Handing off seemed to be a pretty 
good offense today.” 
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Nebraska ran the ball 58 times, 
losing ground just twice until late in 
the game. Senior center Graham 
said the offense improved from its 
first game 10 days ago, when Ne- 
braska rolled up a 64-21 victory and 
671 yards of offense against Oklaho- 
ma State. 

"We exhibited what running the 
ball is all about,” he said. “We ran 
and our defense stopped their run. 
That seems like a good formula to 
me when the score is 50-10.” 

At times, Michigan State seemed 
to move at will through the air, as 
Banks hit Muhsin Muhammad on a 
16-yard touchdown pass in the first 
quarter. 

Banks connected with Scott 
Greene on a 56-yard pass, Derrick 
Mason on a 22-yarder, Muhammad 
on a 32-yarder and Luke Bencie ona 
2i-yarder. 

In contrast, the Spartan offense 
managed just 45 yards rushing on 34 
carries, Michigan State squeezed 
more than three yards only 10 times 


and lost ground 13 times. Banks was 
sacked three times for 16 yards in 
losses. 

“We picked our spots for blitzes 
and made some good plays,” Ne- 
braska defensive coordinator Char- 
lie McBride said. “But that guy at 
quarterback is a pro prospect and 
they have good receivers and they 
caused a lot of problems. We had a 
few errors in coverage and we tried 
toadjust. 

"We'll need this kind of experi- 

ence against that kind of thrower 
and against a team with great catch- 
es, too,” he said, “But “overall, 10 
pe nts isn’t that bad. We'll get bet- 
er. 
_. Veland said the defense tried to 
increase pressure on Banks through- 
out the game, “The name of the 
game is pressure because that guy 
was making big play after big play. 
And we didn't play as well as we 
needed.” 

Still, there was nothing that di- 
minished Osborne's belief in his 
team. 

"This is a good road team. The 
chemistry is good, the play is good. 
Td take them anywhere. I'm not say- 
ing they'd always win, but they are 
not. going to be intimidated by any- 
body, anywhere.”

“I think we made a statement rij 
away,” NU quarterback Tommie Frazier 
said, “Even though we lost a great player, 
we're going to moye on.”

But they 
scored so quickly on three occasions that 
1 felt if we had ‘a chance, we had better 
score,” 

Osborne said his play-calling had 
nothing to do with achieving a certain 
margin of victory, even as scores such as 
Florida State 77, North Carolina State 17 
and Penn State 66, Temple 14 were 
announced Saturday.

“a lot of baloney,” said Osborne, a voter 
in the USA Today-CNN coaches poll.

NU simply 
tough enough

Nebraska answered the question 
“Tough enough?” in more ways than 
one, 

Crashing head-first into one of 
the best rushing defenses in the na- 
tion, Nebraska bullied its way to a 
35-21 victory over Washington State. 
In doing so the Huskers hung up 428 
yards on the ground and 527 yards 
overall Saturday at Memorial Stadi- 
um, 

“This was football, This was 
great,” said Grant Wistrom, Nebras- 
ka outside linebacker, “They came 
out talking, it was a great atmo- 
sphere for football, The weather was 
different, cool and cloudy. The fans 
were different — in it the whole 
game. And this felt different than 
anything we felt all year. 

“We loved it.” 

The crowd of 75,777 did too. 

‘They cheered loudly when fresh- 
man F-back Ahman Green pulled 
away from the entire Washington 
State defense on a 7-yard run, The 
crowd roared and the entire Nebras- 
ka bench cheered when Green 
struggled to his feet and pumped his, 
fist in the air on a run with time run- 
ning out in the game, 

Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne 
put it simply, “Ahman did some 
great things.” 

“You look at those runs of Ah 
man’s and the blocks by Tommie 
Frazier, and the way the defense 
rose to the challenge, the whole 
game typifies Nebraska football — 
head-banging, maximum effort by 
everybody on the field,” said Husker 
tight end Mark Gilman. The differ- 
ence between blowouts over Michi- 
gan State, Arizona State, Oklahoma 
State and Pacific and Saturday was 
the competition, and according to 
quarterback Frazier, “The fun.” 

Washington State, 22, charged 
from the start, On the second play 
after Nebraska lost a fumble on the 
Cougar 10-yard line, tailback Frank 
Madu tore past a blitzing safety and 
raced 87 yards to score with 8:44 in 
the first quarter. 

Nebraska bad never trailed this 
season until Madu’s shocker, “I 
didn’t have any doubt we'd come

back, but that was tough to give up a 
big play like that at the start,” Os- 
borne said. 

And the Washington State de- 
fense was the stingiest Nebraska 
faced this year. 

Nebraska had only failed to score 
five times out of 26 opportunities in- 
side opponents’ 20-yard line, The 
Cougars cut off Nebraska drives at 
the WSU 14-, 16-, 2-and 3-yard lines, 

“We've finally beaten Washington 
State," Osborne said referring to Ne- 
braska’s 0-3 record against the Cou- 
gars with losses in 1977, 1957 and 
1920, “It wasn't easy. It was a good 
game. I was proud of Washington 
State and, I guess overall, 1 was 
proud of us. 

“We just missed three scoring op- 
portunities and some of that was my 
fault. I thought we could just run it 
into the end zone. But. they play a 
real tough goakline defense. ‘The 
scoring was not commensurate with 


the yards, You get over 500 yards 
against a team like this and that's 
pretty good movement.” 

Still Nebraska found a way to get 
into the lead and take control with 
two touchdowns by Frazier, two 
field goals by Kris Brown, a touch- 
down by Green and a touchdown 
pass from Frazier to Mark Gilman 
midway in the fourth quarter. 

In the same way, Nebraska found 
some answers 
on defense, as 
well, Despite 
giving up the 
longest running 
play by an oppo- 
nent Oklahoma 
tight end Keith 
Jackson ran an 
88-yard touch- 
down reverse 
against Nebras- 
ka in 1985, the 
Huskers held 
Washington 
State to minus-23 yards rushing the 
rest of the game,

“You want the blitz, you got the 
blitz,” said Charlie McBride, Nebras- 
ka defensive coordinator. “We 
blitzed on that play and they went on 
a short count, we didn't get the safe- 
ty around, and when he did he was 
way wide and we just weren't ready 
to play. I thought, except for one 
play, our rush defense was as good 
as we've ever played it,” McBride 
said. 


Nebraska's offense picked up on 
the resurgent defense and exploded 
for a 66-yard scoring drive, sparked 
by Brian Schuster's 28-yard trap up 
the middle and a 10-yard run around 
the left side, Then, Green, on his first 
carry of the game, took an option 
pitch around the right end on a 
24-yard run to the Washington State 
4-yard line, and Frazier scored to tie 
the game on a keeper behind key 
blocks by Schuster and tackle Adam.

Wash- 
ingion State's Frank Madu stunned the 
sellout crowd at Memorial Stadium with 
an 87-yard TD run in the first quarter, 
giving the Cougars a 7-0 advantage, The 
deficit was the only time Nebraska trailed 
in the 1995 regular season. Tt didn’t take

| contest as NU scored 20 second-quarter 
| pointsand took a 13 point lead to halftime.

Greenaddeda 3-yard 
TDrunin the third quarterto give Nebraska 
4 28-7 lead late in the third period and 
withstood wo fourth-quarter Cougartouch- 
downs as Frazier connected on a 35-yard 
scoring strike with tight end Mark Gilman, 
Frazier ran for 87 yards and two touch- 
downs on the afiernoon and passed for 99 
yards and another score to lead the offen- 
sive attack. Green led the ground attack 
with aareer-high 176 yards on 13 carries, 
Overall, Nebraska picked up 428 yards on 
the ground and 527 in total offense. For 
the second consecutive week, the Husker 
defense limited the opposition to less than 
100 yards rushing, as the Cougars had just 
72onthe ground, despite the early 87-yard 
TD run, Senior linebacker Doug Colman 
paced the Husker defense with six tackles, 
while rsh end Grant Wistrom had five 
| tackles, including four for losses of 16 
yards, Nebraska's vietory was its 18th 
Straight overall, the nation's longest as 
Penn State was upset by Wisconsin later 
in the day. 


Tight end Mark Gilman helped 


secure the win for Nebraska, 
catching a 35-yard touchdown

Nebraska used its olf week to heal 
bumpsand bruises and prepare forthe Big 
Eight season. The extra week of prepara 
tion appeared to help as the Huskers 
blanked conference foe Missouri 5 
The Blackshirt deferise completely shut 
down the Tigers, allowing just 122 total 
yards for the game, including just 39-on 
the ground. It was the first shutout for 
victory over West 
Virginia in the KiekoltClassic in the 1994 
season openerand the first ina conference 
game since u 55-0 shutout of Oklahoma 
State in 1992. Thedefense also forced four 
lumovers, giving Nebraska a season-best 
plus-four in turnover margin, Doug 
Colman led the defense with eight tackles, 
while defensivetackle Christian Peterand 
Ryan Terwilliger each had seven stops. 
The Huskers wasted little time jumping 
‘on Missoutriasquarterback Tommie Frazi 
rushed forthree touchdownsin the firsthalf 
and connected with Brendan Holbein fora 
29-yard TD on the last play of the first half, 
‘The Husker offense also had an outstand- 
ing day led by quarterback Tommie Frazier. 
‘The senior rushed eight times for71 yards 
and three TDs and completed seven of 14 
passes for 133 yardsand two touchdowns. 
He hada career-best five total offense TDs 
and with the five broke the school record 
for total offense touchdowns with 64 ( 
pass, 31 rush), bettering Steve Taylor's 
record of 62, Frazier improved to 26-1 as 
a starter in regular-season games and 27- 
3 overall, Freshman Ahman Green w:

~ Now comes the hard part for Ne- 
braska. 

The No. 2-ranked Cornhuskers 
fizzled, flopped and floundered more 
than ever this season before flashing 
to a 57-0 victory over Missouri Satur- 
day at Memorial Stadium. 

Nebraska had its lowest offensive 
output of the season. The Huskers 
fumbled seven times and committed 
their first offensive penalty for the 
top units, in the last of the laughers 
of the season. 

“From here on it’s different,” Ne- 
braska Coach Tom Osborne said. 
“There's nothing easy left and that's 
good. I enjoy that challenge. The 
players are looking forward to tough 
games and-we are going to get 
them.” 

For the remainder of the season, 
Nebraska faces No. 8 Kansas State 
next week, No. 9 Colorado the. fol- 
lowing week and No. 10 Kansas the 
week after that. Then, Iowa State 
and No. 12 Oklahoma. 

“Those will be solid football tea- 
ms,” Osborne said. 

Missouri, though, was not. 

“Eventually, you're going to 
crack them, and we did,” Osborne 
said, 

Despite the bobbles, the Huskers 
churned out 475 yards of offense (181 
below it’s national leading average), 
quarterback Tommie Frazier set a 
record with three touchdowns, and 
Nebraska found a novel way to 
make a touchdown pass at the end of 
the first half. 

“It was up and down a bit,” Fra- 
zier said. “I don't know if it was lack 
of concentration or maybe doing 
things differently. We just weren't 
very consistent.” 

Frazier scored three touchdowns 
and passed for two more to boost his 
career total to 64 touchdowns to take

the school record for career total of- 
fensive touchdowns set by quar- 
terback Steve Taylor from 1985-88. 

The Huskers had plenty of oppor- 
tunities to score. 

Nebraska started six drives in 
Missouri territory and averaged 
starting its 16 drives at its own 
44-yard line. Missouri started three 
drives inside its 5-yard line and did 
not cross midfield until the game's 
final five minutes and even that 


drive ended with an interception. 

Despite the dominance, there 
were some questions in the Nebras- 
ka postgame interviews. 

“It could have been real ugly if we 
clicked on offense like we had in the 
first five games,” Husker center Aa- 
ron Graham said. “Our offense could 
have played better. This was not our 
best performance. You look at 57-0 
and think we got the job done, but 
there’s room for plenty of im- 
provement. 

“Maybe we were just shaking 
some of the rust off this offensive 
machine. We stalled at the 3-yard 
line on our first drive but took care 
of business after that.” 

Osborne said the lack of yardage 
was partially due to the fact that the 
Huskers rarely had to drive far to 
score. 

Still, what little Nebraska lacked 
on offense was more than covered 
by the Husker defense. Missouri 
managed just 122 yards offensively. 
This time there were no big plays, as 
the Tigers managed just five plays 
longer than 40 yards and none longer 
than 15, 

“Defensively, this was our best 
performance,” Osborne said. “The 
only disturbing thing was that we 
did have two or three (Missouri) 
guys running open, but they just 
couldn't hit them.” 

One reason the Tigers struggled 
was poor performances from their 
three’ quarterbacks, who completed 
only 9 of 24 passes for 83 yards and 
two interceptions. Nebraska's de- 
fense tossed Missouri's quar- 
terbacks for four sacks, and 
slammed Missouri running backs 
for minus-45 yards with nine tackles 
behind the line. Nebraska's defense 
broke up four passes and hurried Ti- 
ger quarterbacks four more times.

Frazier, Black Shirts 
answer call

Nebraska answered every time 
opportunity knocked and barged its 
way through more than enough 
times to keep the Kansas State foot- 
ball team hoping and still looking up 
at the Cornhuskers. 

Second-ranked Nebraska blasted 
away at No. 8 Kansas State with 14 
points from the Black Shirts and 
four touchdown passes from quar- 
terback Tommie Frazier to post a 
49-25 victory Saturday before 76,072 
fans at Memorial Stadium and a re- 
gional television audience. 

Frazier’s dazzling performance 
and Nebraska's smothering defense 
combined to dismiss Kansas State 
and set up next Saturday's Big Eight 
showdown at Colorado. 

“You can't make some of the mis- 
takes against a team like Nebraska 
and expect anything to happen but 
what happened,” Kansas State 
Coach Bill Snyder said. ; 

But who could have predicted 
Nebraska's first punt return for a 
touchdown in seven years or wing- 
back Jon Vedral falling on a fumble 
for another touchdown? 

Or who could predi¢t’ that ‘Ne- 
braska would twice score on shovel 

passes from Tommie Frazier to Ah- 
man Green, then’score again when 
Kansas State tried the same play as 
hard-charging Nebraska reserve 
outside linebacker Chad Kelsay 
tipped the ball into the hands of tea- 
mmate Luther Hardin? 5 

The Huskers opened the scoring 
with a 79-yard punt return by Mike 
Fullman. Nebraska then hammered 
home four straight touchdowns to 
erase any question of whether Kan- 
sas State could end a 27-year losing 
string to Nebraska. 

“It was, unusual,” Nebraska 
Coach Tom Osborne said. 

By the lime the dust cleared at 
the end of the first half, Nebraska 
led 35-6 and had 210 yards of offense 
against the top-ranked total defense 
and scoring defense in the NCAA. 

Kansas State managed one scor- 
ng drive in the first half and wasn't 
jeard from again until a quick 
19-point burst in the fourth quarter 
afler the Huskers led 42-6, 

Still, Nebraska struggled at 
limes. Frazier said, “They held us to 
our lowest ‘totalsof ‘the season but 
we only had about .60 plays and in 
other games we got 80 or 90.” Ne- 
braska had a_season-low 19) first 
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downs, 46 rushing attempts, 190 rush- 
ing yards, 63 total plays and 338 total 
yards. 

Nebraska's defense made up the 
difference. 

NU's blitzing linebackers and 
stunting’ defensive linemen. smoth- 
ered any dreams of an KSU upset, as 
outside linebackers Grant Wistrom 
and Jared Tomich batted KSU quar- 
terback Matt Miller around and de- 
fensive tackles Christian and Jason 
Peter caved in the Wildcats’ offen- 
sive line, 

“He (Miller) wasn’t moving so 
good after Wistrom got him on that 
first sack,” Tomich said of the sec- 
ond play of the game, when Wistrom 
dropped Miller for a 4-yard loss, “He 
was hurting. He was getting up slow. 
I may have asked ‘How ya doing?’ 
and he did not respond too much.” 

Miller didn't have much of a 
chance to respond. 

Nebraska's pressure defense im- 
pressed Osborne. “That has to be a 
little bit unnerving when you are hit 
almost every play, whether you re- 
lease the ball or not,” he said. 

Miller left the game after the 
next-to-last play of the third quarter. 
“I could have stayed out there but I 
was a little woozy,” Miller said. “De- 
fensively hey put their licks on me. 
I got dinged up a little bit.” 

Nebraska finished with nine 
quarterback sacks for 82 yards in 
losses. The Huskers held’ Kansas 
State to minus 19 yards rushing, giv- 
ing the Wildcats a total of minus 26 
yards rushing the last two years 
against NU. 

Meanwhile, Frazier was hypno- 
tizing the Kansas State defense. He 
converted three. key third-down 
plays of an 9-yard option run, a 
19-yard screen pass to Green, and a 
scramble for 3 yards on a broken 
play to set up Nebraska's first touch- 
down. The Huskers scored when 
Clinton Childs fumbled at the goal 
line and teammate Vedral pounced 
on the ball after it squirted out of the 
hands of KSU's Mario Smith. 

After Christian Peter stuffed one 
Play and Nebraska's Terrell Farley 
and Tomich broke up another two 
plays, the Nebraska offense took 
over again. The Huskers scored on 
an eight-play, 61-yard drive that in- 
cluded two runs for 27 yards by Fra- 
zier and an 11-yard touchdown pass 


from Frazier to tight end Sheldon 
Jackson. 

Two minutes later, Frazier passed 
to Damon Benning on a 23-yard play 
and two plays later shoveled the bail 
to Green for a 10-yard score. 

“Tommie Frazier is every bit as 
good as you or I or everybody else 
thought he was,” said Snyder. “He's 
a difference-maker.” 

By the end of the game, Frazier 
had two shovel passes out of the 
shotgun formation to Green for 
touchdowns, the touchdown pass to 
Jackson and another to Vedral. Ne- 
braska was held without a rushing 
touchdown for the first time in a reg- 
ular-season game since a loss at 
Towa State in 1992. 

“Some games we've had way 
more yards than points and today 
we had way more points than 
yards,” Osborne said. “We didn’t run 
the ball as well as I'd have liked to. 
Maybe it was a combination of Kan- 
sas State has a very fine defense and 
maybe we didn't execute quite as 
well as we should have.” 

The Husker reserves had plenty of 
trouble against the Wildcats in the 
fourth quarter. 

Things became desperate enough 
that the Nebraska starters on of- 
fense and defense had to return to 
the field for the final 5:56 after Kan- 
sas State scored on a 73-yard pass- 
ing drive, tacked on another 63-yard 
passing drive and blocked a Nebras- 
ka punt for a touchdown in an eight- 
minute span in the fourth quarter. 

“I really would rather not have 
had to do that (put starters back 
in)," Osborne said. “On the other 
hand, I guess it’s really nice to play a 
good football team and be able to 
pull your first team out for a bit. 
Usually you play a game like this 
and you never take them out at all. 

“We may have just substituted a 
little too early and it backfired on 
us,” he said. 

Frazier explained that Kansay 
State may have been better pr» 
pared for the second half.

Boulder, Colo. — It would be easier to 
list the things second-ranked Nebraska 
didn't do right in Saturday's 44-21 
thumping of seventh-ranked Colorado. 

But that wouldn't do justice to what 
eventually may be remembered as the 
best all-around performance by an NU 
team in Tom Osborne's 23 years as head 
coach. 

In front of a record crowd of 54,063 at 
Folsom Field, including college football 
writers from 15 of the nation’s largest 
publications, the Huskers: 

@ Rolled past a Top 10 opponent for 
the second straight week without trail- 
ing. 
@ Were assessed no penalty yards — 
despite deafening crowd noise at times 
— for the first time since the 1976 
Oklahoma game. 

@ Had no turnovers for the third 
straight game. 

a ‘Allowed no sacks. 

MScored on their first play from 
scrimmage on I-back Ahman Green's 
57-yard run. 

MShowed a balanced offense (226 
yards rushing, 241 passing) against a 
Colorado defense that loaded up to stop 
therun. 

@ Held CU's Top 10-ranked offense 
20 points and 122 yards under its 
average. 

Gol a perfect kicking job from 
freshman Kris Brown (3 of 3 field goals, 
Sof 5 extra points). 

And then there was Tommie Frazier. 

‘The senior quarterback from Palmet- 
to, Fla., might want to clear his calendar 
for Dec. 9, That’s the day the Heisman 
‘Trophy is awarded in New York, and his 
Presence as one of the three finalists for 
college football's top award may be 
requested after his showing Saturday. 

“I'm an option quarterback, but T can 
throw when I have to,” Frazier said after 
posting career passing highs of 14 com- 
pletions (in 23 attempts) and 241 yards. 

His 52-yard touchdown bomb to 
wingback Clester Johnson put Nebraska 
ahead 21-7 in the first quarter.

strike to wingback Jon Vedral with “10 
seconds left in the first half completed’ a’ 
momentum-swinging 83-yard drive that 
put the Huskers ahead 31-14. 

“Tsaw them deflate after that,” Frazier 
said.

He added 40 yards rushing, including 
a clinching 2-yard touchdown run with 
2:46 to play.
